Mr.  Forgie  proposes  to  erect  a  Block  of  Brick  Build- 
ings at  the  West  end  of  St.  P»ul  Street,  12  in  number,  of  about  9  rooms  each,  if  there  is 
any  prospect  of  renting  them  at  $120  per  annum.  He  could  have  that  number  ready  by 
the  first  day  of  October  next. 

Mr.  Yarin  is  making  preparations  to  erect  a  Block  of  three  Brick  Buildings,  on  Daly 
Street,  which  will  contain  10  rooms  each,  and  be  ready  to  occupy  on  1st  October  next.

There  are  a  large  number  of  persons  who  intend  erecting  Buildings  within  this 
Ward,  during  the  approoching  summer,  from  whom  Your  Committee  could  not  procure 
such  information  as  to  give  a  reliable  statement,  as  the  time  allotted  to  make  up  this 
Report,  was  too  short  to  receive  such  general  information.
